Supervisors May Ask' 
Accounting Despite 
Grand Jury Check ! 

The board of supervisors in the i 
next few days will face the ques¬ 
tion of ordering a complete audit ! 
of every department of county; 
government. 

Despite the fact that the grand 
jury's auditors, from Los Angeles, j 
have been studying county rec- ] 
ords, the supervisors may find it | 
advisable to make a .separate ! 
audit. 

Warrants to Paid 

Tills situation was a subject of j 
discussion in courthou.se circles I 
today. At the same time it was 
understood warrants for the grand 
jury auditors' work, which so far 
have been paid only in part, will 
be paid in full, despite rumors and 
questions about the completeness 
of the audit. 

In the past, grand jury audi¬ 
tors’ contracts have provided that 
i the audit should be similar in type 
I and scope to that of the preceding 
' year. "This year's contract makes 
a similar provision, but allows the 
grand jury discretion in determin¬ 
ing the scope of the audit. Thus, 
if the grand jury is satisfied with 
the work, the contract has been 
fulfilled. 

Grand .liiry Satisfied 
j On Feb. 1 The Journal reported 
I that County Auditor W. T Lam¬ 
bert had deferred payment of the 
auditors’ warrants pending inves -1 
tigation as to whether the contract 
had ■ 'Cii fid'dled. Toda; it was 
understood that the grand jury is 
•satisfied with the work and that, 
regardless of questions from any 
other .source, the warrants prob¬ 
ably must be paid.

1 The story of Orange county and 
; (California, from the days of the 
I Indians, through the mission 
period and time of the great 
ranchos, on through the adventur¬ 
ous mining camp era and up to 
more modern times, will be un¬ 
folded tomorrow to visitors at the 
Bowers Memorial Museum. 

Tomorrow at 2 p. m. the mu¬ 
seum will be formally opened with 
a short program presenting it to 
the public. 

I Three rooms of exhibits are 
I being prepared under the direction 
of Mrs. F. E. Coulter, curator. On 
entering the building visitors will 
find themselves in a long, tile- 
floored hallway connecting these 
I three rooms. On the north is a 
. room which will be devoted to 
documents and books, among other 
things, while in the center ia the 


room for Indian relics. On the 
south is a room in which will be 
found displays of special local and 
California interest. 

In this room, for instance, is a 
prized oil painting of Don Pio Pico, 
last Mexican governor of Califor¬ 
nia. It was loaned to the museum 
by John O. Forster. A group of 
other displays will recall the grand 
• days of the ranchos- -articles used 
by Don Jose Sepulveda, who owned 
one of the original Spanish grants 
in this county and li%'ed in a large 
adobe house west of Santa Ana. 
Chaparreras, hand-tooled and 
hand-embroidered in silver and 
gold; a sdsh of silk, with a fringe 
of pure gold; trousers and capa 
used by Sepulveda. These articles 
are more than 100 years old. 

Dozens of other articles reveal 
j the life and customs of early Cali¬ 
fornia days—such as a flint lighter 


used at San Juan Capistrano be¬ 
fore the use of matches. 

One of the most interesting ex¬ 
hibits of strictly local history is 
the original deed to Birch park, 
given to the city by A. Otis Birch, 
Emma L. Smith and Q. R. Smith. 

In the same room the visitors 
will find a case devoted to the 
late Madame Helene Modjeska, 
famous actress of the nineties, 
whose home was in the Forest of 
Arden in Modjeska canyon near 
here. 

Another display shows relics of 
mining camp days—articles res¬ 
cued from oblivion from ghost 
towns. 

The American flag given to 
Company L on May 5, 1898, by 
the citizens of Orange county is 
on display, too. The presentation 
was made on the occasion of the 
company'* departure for San 


Francisco to serve in the Spaniah- 
American war. 

Cases of birus and butterflies, 
and a reproduction of life on the 
ocean floor add variety to this 
room. 

The Indian room displays have 
been arranged by John Winter- 
bum to show the life and customs 
of the natives who were here be¬ 
fore the white men came. At 
either end of the room is a repro¬ 
duction of a typical Indian scene. 
A wide variety of Indian artifacts, 
many of them found in Orange 
county, will offer opportunity foe 
study of Indian life and customs. 

Indian foods, manos, metates, 
hammers, grinders, arrows, spear 
heads and wooden shovels are on 
display here. One exhibit shows 
the asphaltum which was so val¬ 
uable to the Indians in repair or

Looking at this writing business 
on a purely “ham ’n eggs” basis, 
fiction serves much the same pur¬ 
pose in our lives as a can of soup. 
It’s a condensed thrill or emotion 
of some kind all ready to be 
opened and devoured. Few of us 
have the time or energy to con¬ 
coct from the original ingredients 
a pot of tasty soup. If we’re in 
a hurry, we simply open a can 
and let it simmer on the stove. 
The same methods apply to our 
amusements. 

Most of us haven’t the time or 
can’t afford to go out and find 
adventure first hand. So the next 
best thing is to buy a magazine 
or a book, or a good newspaper, 
to get a vicarious thrill. The 
shelves and racks are crammed 
with every conceivable kind of 
reading matter, and it’s all sea¬ 
soned to taste. So take your pick 
of this wide assortment of canned 
adventure. If you don’t like that 
brand, try another writer. 


write and write! How’s that?” 

It was my turn to smile this 
time. "It won’t do,” I said. “It’s 
too true. Can’t you think of an 
easier one?” 

“There’s no formula but hard 
work,” he persisted. "With me, 
the whole story depends upon the 
opening paragraph. If it .starts 
right, it finishes right. But some¬ 
times I work days, even weeks, 
over an opening paragraph. 

“Don’t you plan or outline your 
story first?” I asked. 

“No. I u.se the rolling - stone 
method. It builds itself as it goes 
along. And, by the way, I think 
,a writer should read lots of poetry, 
no matter what type of thing he 
is writing. Poetry gives one a 
sen.se of rhythm, economy of 
words. That’s important.’’ 

"How many hours a day do you 
work?” 

"Oh, I gue.ss about four,” he 
answered. "Usually from eleven to 
three or four in the afternoon. 
Lunch? Never! Makes me feel 
stuffy! Like to work in the gar¬ 
den mornings, or play tennis. Yes, 
when I finish a novel and send it 
off to the publishers, we always 
go off on a trip somewhere. 

“I talk to the old - timers in 
small towns out on the de.scrt. 
Sometimes I get ideas from them, 
but more often the most impor¬ 
tant thing in wriidig- -characteri¬ 
zation. A lot of them are mealy 
old codgers, steeped in the es¬ 
sence of their locale. These im¬ 
pressions find their way into a 
book and help to make it live. 

“I still say, you’ve got to write 
and write and write to make a 
success in this game.”

today and gained the lead at the 
halfway mark of the Olympic two- 
man competition as Ivar Ballan- 
grud, world speed skating king, 
carried Norway hack to the top of 
the unofficial team standings. 

Ivan Brown and .Alan Wash- 
bond of Keene Valley, N. Y., 
gained a clear lead over the field 
after the first two heats of the 
four-heat bob-sledding competition 
had been completed to the tune of 
one new course record after an¬ 
other. 

Aliikes New .Mark 

The day's ultimate new standard 
of 1 minute, 20.31 seconds for the 
1600-meter Olympic chute was 
credited to the Swiss pilot, Fritz 
P'cicrabcnd, but Brown and Wa.sh- 
bond, breaking the olii mark in 
each heat, led in elapsed time by 
more than three seconds. The 
.second American due of Gilbert 
Colgate, jr., of New York, and 
Dick Lawrence of Branchvilic, 
N. .1., al.so smashed the old record 
twice but had to be content with 
third place, behind Felerabend. 
The final two lieats of the cham¬ 
pionship will be run off tomorrow. 

Ballangriid gave another con¬ 
vincing demonstration of his 
speed skating mastery in captur¬ 
ing the 10.000-meter crown in 17 
minutes, 24.3 .seconds, time that 
clipped 31.9 seconds off the old 
Olympic record. Eddie Schroeder 
of Chicago, the leading American 
entrant, also was clocked in time 
that bettered the old record but he 
could finish no better than eighth 
in the crack field. 

Ballangrud’s first place -giving 
Norway a clean sweep of all four 
speed skating titles- plus a fourth 
place for Charles Mathi.sen in the 
■same event enabled Norway to 
gain the lead in the team .stand¬ 
ings with 118 points against 107 
for Germany. The United Slates 
remained in sixth place with 1.5'i, 
How to Win? 

Meanwhile, hockey players from 
Canafla and the United States put 
their heads together today to try 
to figure out a way to keep the 
English team from taking the 
Olympic title, which always has 
gone to Canada in the past. 

The only po.s.sible way that ap¬ 
peared. as the final round began, 
was to h,ave the .Americans beat 
the Engli.sh and then fight it out 
with Ihe Canadians. That looked 
like a very toi'gh job considering 
where mo.st of the Engli.sh stars 
learned the trade. 

England Has Chaii.'e 

England starts the final .series 
credited with a victory over Can¬ 
ada, scored in the second round; 
likewise the United States’ tri¬ 
umph over Czechoslovakia carries 
over. Thus Great Britain's team, 
coached by Percy Nicklin, who 
piloted the Moncton, N. B., Hawks 
to two Canadian amateur titles, 
needs to beat only the United 
.States and Czechoslovakia to 
clinch the title. 

The United States can win in 
the same way by beating both 
England and Canada, while a 
three-way tie in points would re¬ 
sult from an American victory 
over the English and a Canadian 
triumph over the Americans. That 
would put the decision up to the 
scoring records, where Canada has 
a big edge. No one counts on the 
Czechs springing an up.sct.

Niquil. Raiding San Juan Capis¬ 
trano in the dead of winter, the 
Manilas slew the German-Jew 
storekeeper, Jorge Pflugardt, 
plundered his store, drove .Juan 
Forster into hiding in the mi.ssion, 
looted the stores of the Poli.sh- 
Jew Miguel Krazewski - who hid 
under a breatiba.sket, thus esrap- 
ing death and of the Portugue.se 
Manuel Garcia, divided the .spoils 
with the San Jiianenos, and with¬ 
drew to their rave. 

By now grown powerful enough 
to plan open in.surrertion against 
the newly-establi.shed American 
authorities. P'lores impressed Cali¬ 
fornios. Mexicans, Indians, and 
Kanakas alike into his service, 
armed them, and sent organized 
bands to requisition horses and 
demand aid from the wealthy 
rancheros. 

Deserters Flee 

Sheriff Barton of Los Angeles 
and a well armed poa.se rode out 
against the in.surrertoa Warned 
of this movement. Flores gathered 
his Manilas at the rave, held a 
council of war. and decided to 
give battle on the me.sa to the 
northeast of .San Joaquin Viejo. 

This was too much for .some 
of the imprea.sed Kanakas and 
Mexicans, many of whom de.serted 
from the troop as it rode toward 
the mesa from Niguil. One of 
the Kanakas, known ever since as 
"El .Manila." .sought refuge in San 
Juan and was hidden in the house 
of Don Miguel Yorba until the 
in.surrertion was over. 

Near a large .s.ycamore tree at 
the edge of the hills, <alled "El 
Ali.so de la Teya" by the Indians, 
and ever since known as "El Ali.so 
de los .Shcrifcs," the in.surrectos 
and Sheriff Barton met in battle, 
re.sulting in the ma.s.sacre of the 
sheriff and his entire pos.se ex¬ 
cept one man. The .Manilas re¬ 
turned in triumph to their hidden 
rave and sent out parties to cap¬ 
ture and shoot the de.serters and 
impress more vaqueros. 

Pico .Suppressed Revolt 

The revolt had now reached 
.such proportions that Gen. Andres 
Pico and the wealthy rancheros 
who considered the in.surrertion 
doomed to failure and feared the 
Americans wouki retaliate .against 
them if they did not aid in .sup- 
pre.ssing it. took the field at the 
heail of an irregular cavalry force. 

Fearing the deserters may have 
disclosed his hi<lden stronghokl to 
the government force.s, Flores 
h.a.stily ahandone<l the "Cueva de 
los .Manilas" and withdrew to the 
Sierna of Rantnago where he was 
trapped and captured by General 
Pico. The .Manilas broke up and 
fled in all directions. Some, in¬ 
cluding Flores, were taken and 
hanged. Others fled to Baja Cali¬ 
fornia. and a few remained in 
hiding in Capistrano. 

More than 10 years later, young 
Rarnon Yorba of San Juan - in 
who.se father's hou.se "El .Manila" 
had been concealed while tending 
sheep on Rtincho Niguil which 
then belonged to his uncle. Don 
Domingo Yorba. was shown the 
secret cave, then intact and 
strewm with remnants of the 
Manilas' discarded hou.sehold ef¬ 
fects. .so that he could .stay there 
at night. 

"Don't be afraid, Ramoncito," 
.said his patron. "The Manilas are 
not here any more." 

"That I know." .said little 
Ramon, eyeing the comfortable 
cavern with its two chimneys and 
running water, "and It looks like 
a very good house to me." 


Hidden in the fa.stne.ss of 
Rancho Niguil near San Juan 
Capistrano and seen by few living 
men is a well concealed natural 
rave, its stone ceiling black with 
the .soot of many fires, its silent 
walls gtiardians of secrets many

Once it was a huge cave with 
a rock ceiling 10 feet high and 
more th.an five feet thick, with 
two erosion-formed natural vents 
or chimneys. It was about 40 
feet wifle and more than 30 in 
depth, with a stream of fresh 
water which entered a fi.ssure 
in the rear and ran along the 
north wall and out the small arch 
like doorway fotir or five feet 
.square. 

Damaged by Quake 
But alas! Earthquake and ero¬ 
sion have done their work and 
today the central portion has 
fallen in, leaving the chimneys and 
watercour.se on one side and a 
much smaller but still extensive 
cave on tbe other. 

A San Juaneno Indian, one of 
Flores' band, led the bamloleros 
to the cave, long u.sed by the 
native Indians of Niguil, and soon 
it became tbe seat of the bloody 
Juan Flores Insurrection of 18.57. 

Beginning in simple banditary, 
Flores, even as Murrieta before 
him. soon acquireil a c'onsiflerable 
private army of di.s,satisfied pai- 
.sanos, and dreamed of liberating 
tbis late department of the Mex¬ 
ican republic from its new Amer¬ 
ican conquerors and re.storing it 
to the mother country.

"Consiilerable Ethiopian forces 
Feb. 10 attacked our observation 
post of 60 Diibats at Oiirati, 
northwest of Gerlogiihi, in Ogaden 
province and overwhelmed them 
after the most stubborn resist¬ 
ance, 

"On the Eritrean front there is 
nothing im[)ortant."

Scanning 
New Books 


By VERNA RA.MSEY 

The westward movement in the 
history of the United States was 
a colorful and dramatic period. It 
is, perhaps, for this reason that it 
has inspired so many novels. Many 
sections of the country have had 
stories depicting their settlement 
and growth. In "Homestead,” Dale 
Eun.son tells of early days in Mon¬ 
tana. 

It is the story of two young 
people who moved out to Montana 
in the early 1900’s. They had with 
them their young son, a hor.se, a 
plow and the few bare e.s.sentials 
of living. They .settled in the heart 
of the rattle ranges to farm, 
shortly after the government had 
opened them. 

Floods, droughts and blizzards 
were the lea.st of their worries. 
They were ro,nfronted with the 
hatred of the eattlemen, who 
stampeded their fields, who mur¬ 
dered the farmers, when they saw 
cultivation checking the open 
country. There were jealousies and 
disagreements in the wild rural 
community. As family responsi¬ 
bilities increased and other per- 
.sonalities cros.seil the life of the 
family, inner turmoil was added. 

This novel is not a mighty epic 
of the soil. It is a sincere and 
honest narrative about one among 
the thou.sands of families of Amer¬ 
icans who have attempted to carve 
out for themselves a small per¬ 
sonal empire in the wilderness. 

Ijild In Suffolk 

The background of "Barnham 
Rectory” by Doreen Wallace Is quite 
different from that of "Home¬ 
stead.” The .scene of this storv is 
the village of Barnham in Suffolk. 

The rector of Barnham’s daugh¬ 
ter returns from Cambridge to act 
as unpaid curate to her father. 
She was determined to bring order 
and sound management into the 
rectory hou-sehold, which in her 
opinion has gone its own way long 
enough under his gentle supervi- 
•slon. She is al.so intent upon the 
.social salvation of the pari.sh, 
which is none too eager to be edu¬ 
cated, and receives her efforts 
with little sympathy. 

Doreen Wallace does not ro¬ 
manticize her theme. Her situa¬ 
tions and her characters are real¬ 
istic. Yet this is not a sad or a 
cruel book, although most of the 
attempts made end in tragedy. 
The author displays her knowl¬ 
edge of Suffolk charaeter in a 
fresh and vigorous fashion, well 
able to make us see the continuity 
of village life.

SANTA f L.ARA COUNTY 

Created Feb. 18, 1850. One of 
the original 27 counties. On Jan. 
12, 1777, Mission Santa Clara was 
established, and named for Saint 
Clara of Assi.si, Italy, the first 
Franciscan nun and founder of the 
Order of Saint Clare. Her name 
"Clara” means "clear” or "bright,” 
and according to the Roman Book 
of Martyrs, as Hortalana, the 
pious mother of this nun, was once 
kneeling before a crucifix, pray¬ 
ing earnestly, that she might be 
happily delivered from her un¬ 
born babe, she heard a voice whis¬ 
pering, " Fear not. woman, thou 
wilt safely bring forth;” where¬ 
upon a brilliant light suddenly Il¬ 
lumined the child Clara, which is 
the feminine of the word meaning 
clear or bright. Clara afterwards 
was sanctified on account of her 
many eminent virtues, and accord¬ 
ingly venerated by the Cjatholics 
in all Roman Catholic churches, 
and canonized under the name 
Saint Clara. The Franciscan 
padres de La Pena and Murguia 
founded the Mission Santa Clara 
and it was from this mission the 
county derived its name. 

Santa Clara's natural beauty 
and commercial wealth make it 
one of California’s outstanding 
counties. Mountain ranges on the 
west that act as a barrier against 
coast fogs and winds and eastern 
ranges which shut out the heat 
of the San Joaquin valley in sum¬ 
mer make for an Ideal climate. In 
the spring and early summer. 
Santa Clara's famous orchards 
present a scene of gorgeous colors. 

The county Is a heavy producer 
of all farm and orchard crops. A 
total of approximately 70.000 
acres of prunes produce annually 
more than $9,808,000 worth of this 
crop. About 19,000 acres of apri¬ 
cots produce to the extent of 
$3,500,000 annually, the pear crop 
is valued at more than $2,000,- 
000 and cherries bring In about 
$1,190,000 a year. The average 
fruit acreage Is 119,676 with an 
annual crop valuation exceeding 
$15,000,000. Agricultural prod¬ 
ucts account for numerous can¬ 
neries and packing plants. 

Santa Clara Is noted for Its edu¬ 
cational advantages. Public school 
buildings are valued at more than 
$10,000,000. The San Jose State 
Teachers college was established in 
1862. lu 1891 the famous Stan¬ 
ford university at Palo Alto was 
opened. The University of Santa 
Clara was created by the mission 
fathers In 1777 and now Is one of 
CaUfomla’s better known InsUtu-

i522,()(M) a Day 

T WENTY-TWO thousand dollars worth of storm water 
a day running down the Santa Ana river into the 
ocean. Who pays the staggering bill? 

Everybody pays. There’s no way for a single soul 
living in Orange county to dodge his proportionate share 
of the cost—unless he moves away. 

This wasted water is worth exactly what it costs to 
replace through our increasingly expensive system of 
aqueducts, reservoirs, and pipelines. 

For every $22,000 worth of water that washes out 
to sea, another $22,000 must be pumped up or brought in. 

The rancher pays direct for irrigation. The house¬ 
holder pays for tap water. And the store and factory 
operators pay for industrial supplies. 

In the long run many of these water dollars are 
added to the cost of oranges, walnuts, groceries, milk, 
automobiles, clothes, newspapers, and the hundreds of 
other needs and luxuries of complex civilization. And so 
the total cost is widely distributed—increasing the gen¬ 
eral cost of living. 

Perhaps the saving of $22,000 worth of storm water 
a day several times a year—provided that it could be 
saved in a practical way at a reasonable expense—wouldn t 
solve the county's water problem. Perhaps it wouldn’t 
be a drop—or shall we say a dipperful—in the bucket. 

But at least it would be $22,000 several tim.es each 
year—and that mounts to a total which should make a 
paying proposition out of any logical water conservation 
plan. 


What’s Wronj? With Paroles? 

J AMES H. STEPHENS, Sacramento banker and one of 
the three members of the state board of prison terms 
and paroles, comes to the defense of the parole system 
by reminding us that only 6 per cent of the men paroled 
return to crime, while 54 per cent of those who complete 
their prison terms find theii^ way back to prison. 

As for Elton Stone, the Fresno county degenerate 
now awaiting the noose for the murder of Mary Stammers, 
Mr. Stephens pointed out that if he had not been paroled 
he would have served his time and been released a full 
year before the Fresno murder, and that there was noth¬ 
ing in his earlier record to hint at murder or degeneracy. 

Not the parole system, but its administration in Cali¬ 
fornia, is what is at fault. Today thousands of cases must 
be passed upon every year by three appointees who are 
otherwise occupied with their personal affairs and who 
have only a few hours each week to devote to their public 
duties. It is absurd to entrust this work to a contractor, 
a banker and a lawyer, all of them busy. And it is even 
more absurd in view of the fact that the chairman of 
the board gets $6000 a year and the other two members 
$3000 each. 

Paroles should be in the hands of qualified full-time 
officials giving all their time to the examination of in¬ 
dividual cases. For, under the indeterminate sentence 
law, these three men have a heavier responsibility and 
a greater power over the lives of men in prison than all 
our judges combined. 


The Influenza Epidemic 

C ALIFORNIA is suffering from the most widespread 
epidemic of influenza since 1918, with schools closed 
in many towns and thousands temporarily incapacitated. 
Here in Santa Ana scores are down with the disease, but 
fortunately it is far milder than in 1918—when 450,000 
Americans died of it—and there is not the slightest rea¬ 
son for alarm. 

We remarked in this column recently that medical 
science is still baffled by influenza and knows no sure 
preventive or cure. A friendly reader chides us for tak¬ 
ing a “hopeless” outlook, and refers us to the February 
Reader’s Digest, which tells how The Children’s Hospital 
in Philadelphia apparently has the flu germ isolated but 
can’t go ahead with mass preparation of an anti-flu 
vaccine for lack of $25,000. If the money is all that 
stands in the way, some wealthy philanthropist should 
write a check for the sum. 

But local doctors whom we have consulted, tell us 
that, as far as the nation at large is concerned, next to 
nothing is known yet about our commonest and most 
annoying scourge.

F'irst, Henry is sched¬ 
uled to go to Spain as amba.s.sador, 
then to Paris, then to some other 
place. There fs a new hatch of 
rumors almost every month. 

This is shopworn but sometimes 
effective strategy. In the game 
of politics, such a rumor may 
"get” a man in the end. 

And because of the consistency 
of the.se report.s, some quiet and 
efficient sleuthing was done to 
track them down. The trail led 
to the door of one Boston banker, 
one Wall Street banker and two 
officials in the trca.sury depart¬ 
ment.
